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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues that a comparison between 
Ohnishi and the claimed invention is not possible because Ohnishi does not provide weight, volume or mole of the various components. 
Therefore, applicant argues, based on the "anemic teachings of Ohnishi with regards to the amounts of each component in the solution 
composition", a meaningful comparison cannot be drawn. In order to determine if the comparative example satisfies the ratio of a:b in the 
claims, one would first have to know if the reference is teaching 1% of a standard 49% HF solution, a 1% HF solution or a 1% 
concentration of HF in the final solution? 



However, as was noted in the Office action of November 11, 2006, the claimed H2S04: HF ratio is met by the teaching of Ohnishi 
regardless of whether the skilled artisan applies a (v/v), (w/v) or (w/w) relationship to the concentration teachings of Ohnishi.
